in the world. The new board chairman of New' York Cen- 
tral. Robert R. Young, has talked a good deal about the ex- 
perimental "Train X," which evidently has strong parallels, 
with the Talgo. 


Many modifications of the general idea are possible. 


Somebody spoke the other day about a train of Fibcrglas, 
with a shell which could be molded in a single piece, thus 
doing away with riveting and welding. 


The important thing is that the railroads are really 


serious in tackling their passenger problem imaginatively. 
If "they carry through, a new era in railroading may fol- 
low. Certainly the lines deserve every encouragement. 
Their financial soundness is tightly bound up with the 
economic health and the security of the country.

Billboard Eyesores 


The roadside billboard has been with us longer than the 


automobile, or at least longer than the automobile has been 
able to travel rural roads. The early advertiseing artists 
persuaded farmers to permit the painting of signs on barns, 
the consideration is' some instances being no more than that 
the farmer didn't have to buy paint for that wall. Some of 
the flourescent creations today have become traffic haz- 
ards, distracting drivers by their reflected glare. 


The high speeds at which cars operate on turnpikes has 


increased the billboard menace and caused turnpike author- 
ities to seek ways of combating it. Recently the Ohio su- 
preme court said the toll road authority in that state could 
not forbid erection of billboards on land adjoining its rights 
of way. 'The same question arose in 1940 in connection with 
the first of the turnpikes, that in Pennsylvania. 


The Pennsylvania commission discovered that it could 


not. as a condition of maintaining safety on a .highway, reg- 
ulate the use of nearby land by the owners. But, the com- 
missioners said, there was nothing to prevent them planting 
some large trees and bushes in front of any billboard facing 
the turnpike. So they did, and the billboard nuisance, while 
not wholly abated, was considerably reduced. 


Illinois could take heed of this practice both on existing 


freeways and future turnpikes. Our landscape is some- 
what more level than that thru which the Pennsylvania 
turnpike runs, and the offending signs should be easier to 
screen.

cancer weapon that uses cesium 
137, 
a radioactive bypioduct of 


atomic fission, was unveiled for 
scientists today. 


Radioactive cesium is a relative- 


ly inexpensive and plentiful sub- 
stance which emits cancer-killing 
rays like radium or radioactive co- 
balt. It is one of the byproducts 
left when uranium atoms are split 
in atomic reactors 


The cesium cancer fighting unit 


was built by the W. E. and John 
Barnes Co. of Rockford for the 
Atomic Energy Commission medi- 
cal division at a cost of $125,000. 


The machine, weighing 4',i tons, 


is controlled by an electronic com- 
puter system similar to the type 
used on automatic 
anti-aircraft 


guns. 


A lead-encased head containing 


cesium operates from a- circular 
overhead track. The patient lies 
under the device and a guided 
beam keeps the destructive rays 
aimed on the cancer tumor to be 
destoryed. The circular motion of 
the cesium "gun" sends the rays 
into the tumor from many angles, 
preventing the burning of healthy 
tissue.
